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MURDER OF FOHN PIERCE. 


THE die is at length caft! Our govern- 
ment has crouched to the nod of foreign 
tyrants, until the life of a fellow-citizen 
has been facrificed. Toinfulr, violence, 
aggreflion, plunder, robbery, and every 
{pecies of wrong, fhort of murder, our 
government has meanly, tamely, pufillan- 
imoufly fubmitted. Wehave * flumber- 
ed——and flumbered—and flumbered,” un- 


til we are aroufed by the dying groans of 


a murdered citizen. We are aroufed, in- 
decd; but to what purpofe ? We may 
put on the weeds of forrow, and tollow 
the matgied corpfe of a fellow-citizen to 
the grave ; but while we are doing this, 
the murderers themfelves, braving us to 
the face, may laugh at our afil tions, and 
dely ourrefentment. Every weapon of 
defence has been wrefted from our hands

France demanded the fulpenfon of ene 
of the moft lucrative branches of our 
trade, The ink was fcarcely dry, with 
which the démand was written, before it 
was obeyed. France, again, demanded 
a tribute of two millions of dollars. A 
public thip was inflantly difpatched with 
the treafure.

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For fometime pat, the Britith fhip of 
war Leander, frigate Cambrian, and floop 
of war Driver, have been cruifing at the 
mouth of the harbor of New-York, for 
the purpofe of intercepting z!! veflels paf. 
fing in or out, They have brought to, 
and examined vefleis of every celcrip. 
tion, feveral of which they have taken 
poffeflion of, and ordered for Halitax; 
others, which have retufed to heave to, 
have had feveral fhot fired into them, and 
have been chaled quite into the entrance 
of the harbour. 


On Friday the 25:h ult. ‘ when the floop 
Richard, Capt. Pierce, was coming into 
the Hook, irom the Delaware, fhe was 
fired at twice by the Leander. Alter the 
firft thot, the {loop hove to, when John 
Pierce, brother of the captain, who was 
Rlanding at the he'm, was killed inftantly 
by the fecond fhot.’ This tranfaétion took 
place, but two miles from the light-houle, 
and a quarter of a mile from the fhore, 

On the arrival of the Richard, at the 
wharf, with the litelefs body of Mr, 
Pierce, confternation and alarm inflanily 
prevailed throughout the city. The pub- 
lic mind became fo much agiteted and in- 
flamed, that thofe who attempt to defcribe 
the fcene, declare their inability to do 
juftice. 

On Saturday sfternoon, a pilot beat, full 
of volunteers, weli armed, failed in quel 
of the velle!s winch bad been previoully 
Capture 4d at the Hock, and fent for Halt- 
fex. A large petiauger, which had fail- 
edon Saturdey moraing, with proviiions 
turthe blockading {quadron, was inter. 
cepied by this boat, and compelled to re- 
turn. The populace aflembled atthe whari, 
took out the provifions, loaded ten carts 
therewith, and paraded through fome of the 
principal itreets (preceded by the Ameti- 
can flag boifted over the Bs itifh—and mil- 
iiary movfic) tothe alms-houfe, where the 
provifions were depofited for the ule 
of the poor.

to prepare a fet of Refolutions rg 
of the objets of the meeting. Mr. King 
feconded the motion, and addreffed the 
chairman, in fubftance, as follows : 

He obferved thatthe object of the meet- 
ing was to confider the detencelefs condi- 
tion of our port, and the confequent expo- 
{ure of the lives and property of the in- 
habitants. A recent inftance of violence 
and outrage, attended by the death of a tel- 
low-citizen, had been committed by a 
Britifh man of war at the entrance of our 
harbor. There was no min who had an 
American heart that did not at the prefent 
moment experience the mingled emotions 
ot refentment and humiliation: Refent- 
ment again{ft the daring violation of our 
national territory and honor: Humiliation, 
that a brave people, who love their coun- 
try, and are willing to defend it, are alto- 
gether rendered unable todo fo. Defti- 
tute of anaval force, and without foriifi- 
cations, we are expofed tothe violence 
and depredation of every infolent invader. 
This ftate has yielded its revenue, and 
itacitizens are bound to grant their per- 
fonal fervices to the general government, 
whichin return is bound'to proteét us: 
It isto the general government then that 
we mult look for proteftion againit foreign 
aggreflion. We have reprefented the out- 
rages heretofore committed, and the plun- 
der made within our very port andon our 
coaft by foreign men of war and armed 
veffels, and exprefled our apprehenfions 
that they would be repeated: We have 
humbly reprefented our helplefs, our de- 
fencelefs conition, and ventured to fug- 
geft that as our revenue, whichis fo copi- 
oufly poured into the national coffers, pro. 
ceeds trom commerce, our navigation, 
our feamen and our city, hada jut claim 
to be protetied: Thefe petitions, humble 
and reafonable as they were, have been 
negleéted, and the reiterated outrage which 
we feared, has been committed. 


Since the peace of 1783, the Atlantic 
ftates, their feaports and merchants have 
cheerfully contributed their money for 
the defence of our brethren who are {cat- 
tered upon an extenfive frontier. Anar- 
my has at ail times been ffationed on this 
frontier to protect the inhabitants asainft 
the incurfions of the favages; wars have 
been carried on, treaties have been made, 
mi\lions have been expended, and miltions 
wiil hereafter be expended in yielding 
them this prote@ion. But is net protec. 
tion equally due toal!l ? Is not the mer. 
chant and feaman, the carman. the fhip 
wright and the mechanic, and their occu. 
pations as much enttiled to the proteéiian 
ol government as any other clais of citi- 


zens ? More then fixty thoufand Ameri- 
can citizens are feamen ; our fhipping is 
worth more than twenty millions of dol- 
lars! and’ our cities which can be ap. 


proache d {rom ihe Ocediy are popuious and 
wealihy, 

For thete citizens ard their lawful oce 
Cupatious it is that we have demanded 











proteStion—Hitherto our reprefentations 
and requefts have been unavailing, for they 
have not received it. It is now time fo- 
berly to confider of, and to adopt, fuch 
meaiures as may be moft likely, in our o- 
pinion, to obtain redrefs. All clafles of 
the inhabitants of this city are alike inter- 
efted in thisimportantenquiry. We mot 
turn our eyes upon the national govern- 
ment for a redrefs of our wrongs; through 
whom alone it can be obtained......We 
muft ‘renew our demand for proteétion, 
and in my judgment muft plainly declare 
that only futtable fortifications of our har- 
bour fupported by a naval force, are ade- 
quate to afford to this port and city, and 
its commerce, that fecurity which we are 
entitled to in common with al! other citi- 
zens. Had even our prefent naval force 
been ftationed at the entrance of our har- 
bour, we fhould not now have to mourn 
over the blood of a fellow citizen, wanton- 
ly fhed by a foreign power, within the ter- 
riiorial limits of our country. 

Mr. Woolfey’s motion was then put and 
carried, and the following gentlemen were 
appointed the committee, Rufus King, 
Ebenezer Stevens, Oliver Wolcott, Wil- 
liam W. Woolfey and Wiiliam Hender- 
fon, who having retired fhortly returned 
and reported the following, which were u- 
nanimoufly adopted. 

Refolved, That the Citizens of the U- 
nited States are of right, and according to 
the Conftitution and Laws of the Land, en- 
titled to the enjoyment ot life, liberty, and 
property: and that it is the primary 
and moft important duty of government 
to defend, preferve and proteét the fame. 

Refolved, That it is upon the ftrength 
and refources of the United States, that 
we can alone, under Providence, rely for 
national fatety and the maintenance of na- 
tional rights. 

Refolved, That the repeated outrages 
committed by foreign fhips of war at the 
mouths of our harbors, merit the refent- 
ment and indigaation of every triend to his 
Country. 


Refelved, That an adminiftration which 
confents to pay money to avoid foreign in- 
folence, or to prevent the violation ot na- 
tional rights, while it fells aud difmantles 
its naval force, inftead of increafing it tor 
the defence of our ports and commere, 
proftrates the national honor, endangers 
the public fatety, and invites both injuitice 
and infult. 

Refolved, That the fuffering of foreign 
armed {hips to ftauon themieives off our 
harbor, and thereto flop, feerch, and 
capture ourveflels, to imprefs, wound, 
and murder our citizens, is agrofs and 
criminal negleét ot the highelt duties of 
Government, and that an Admintltration 
which patiently permits the fame, is not 
entiledto the confidence of a brave and 
tree people. 

Refolved, That the body of Merchants 
who lorelaw the impending danger, and 
petitioned Congres and the State Legrila- 
ture to ailurd protection tothis city and its 
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lawful Commerce,have merited the ap pro- 
bation of their fellow-citizens. 

Refoived, That the memorials of th 
Merchants and citizens to Congrefs have 
been negleéted, and that we have not per- 
ceived on thepart of the me®abers of the 
fenate and affembly trom this city fuch 
exertions and zeal as were expeéted of 
them to engage the interpofition and influ- 
ence of the ftate legiflature with congrefs 
tor the proteftion of our defencelefs city. 

Refolved, That fo long as the Britith 
fhips of war which have.affumed a flation 
at the entrance of this port are fuffered to 
remain there, it is earnefily recommended 
that no fupplies, provifions, or fuccours 
of any kind, fhould be afforded them trom 
our markets, nor any intercourfé held with 
them in any fhape whatever, and that our 
pilot-boats fhould abftain trom vifiing 
them. 

Refoived, That the murder of John 
Pierce, one of our fellow-citizens, by a 
fhot from a Brituth fhip of war, at the en- 
trance of our harbor, and within halt a 
mile of the fhore, while he was engaged in 
peaceably navigating a coafting veffel la- 
den with provifions for our market, was 
an act that excites our deteftation and ab- 
horrence, and calls upon our government 
tor the adoption of prompt and vigorous 
meafures to prevent d repetition of fuch 
wanton and inhuman conduét, and fo 
flagrant a violation of our national fove- 
reignty. 

Refolved, That we will attend the fu- 
neral ot the deceafed, and that it be recom- 
mended to the fhips in the harbour to dif. 
play the cuftomary figns of mourning. 

Refolved, That Jobn B. Coles, Eben- 
ezer Stevens, Samuel Mansfield, Robert 
Bogardus, and Samuel Gedney, be a com. 
mittee to confer with the frends of the de- 
ceafed, and make the neceflary arrange- 
ments in behalf of this Meeting, relative 
to bis funeral, 

After which, on fpecial motion : 

Refoived, That this meeting approve 
the conduét of thofe perfons who intercept. 
edthe fupplies which were fent from this 
City to thofe velfels who now blockade 
our harbor. 

Refolved, That the proceedings of this 
Meeting be publithed.

FUNERAL. 

Purfuant to the arrangement of the 
Common Council, the tuneral of Mr. 
Pierce was auended on Monday, the e8th 
ult. During the dey, the flags of the 
veffels in port were difplayed, at balf maft. 
The belis of all the charches were tolled 
during the proceflion. The corpfe was 
preceded bv the reverend clergy in white 
fcaris; and followed by Capt. Pierce, 
brother ot the deceafed, and the hands be- 
longing to the floop ; thena great num-- 
ber of feataring men, with weeds in their 
hats; and, laitly, the citizens of New- 
York of all ranks, amounting to feveral 
thoulands.

Hints on the Planting of Trees. 


Our anceftors erred greatly in plant- 
ing their trees in orchards too clofe ; 
twenty feet was thought by them to be a 
proper diftance : but they feemed not to 
confider that in a few years the branches 
of each tree would touch the next, and 
by thus interfering with each other, pre- 
vent them from producing b!offoms and 
fruit. At that diftance a plantation of 
trees maft in a few years become like a 
wood, and prevent either grafs or vegeta- 
bles from being cultivated under them. 
Nor in fuch a fituation will ¢hree trees pro- 
duce as much as one, if at the diftance of 
forty or filty feet. 

In planting an orchard care fhould al- 
ways be taken to fix on a fituation fhelter- 
ed 2s much as poflible againf& the violent 
north-weft and north.eaft winds. Plant 
the largeft growing trees, fuch as pric/fly’s, 
on the north fide, and fo defcending to- 
wards the fouth, that there may be a regu- 
lar gradation of height, and that the tall 
trees may not overt the {malier. 

Apples and pears, for an orchard ought 
not to be planed at lefs diffance than in 
rows at aboul 40 teet, and each tree in the 
row at 30 or 35 feet apart. Pears alone 
may be 390 by 25, as thefe, in general, 
fpread lefs and grow more ereét than ap- 
pies.

Nothing in the various parts of agri- 
culture and gardening is é little under. 
flood, and confequently negleéted, as the 
planting of trees. The root is generally 
forced into a {mall hole, and alterwards 
lett to chance, without the flighteft atten- 
tion either to pruving or manuring. 

The ground defigned tor an orchard 
fhould be in tillage one year at leaf betore 
planting, and it well manured fo much 
the better for the trees. The holes fhould 
be dug a foot deep, and at leat five feet 
over, and let to lie a few days to receive 
the influence of the atmofphere. 


(<r It you areto buy the trees, procure 
them trom the neareft nurfery you can, 
for the /ooner trees are planted, after be- 
ing out of the ground, the better. It the 
fall fibres are not dried, they need not 
be cut off, bur it dried, as they almoft al- 
Ways are in carrying a diftance,they fhould 
be trimmed off, otherwife they will mould 


ani do certain injury to the tree, and oft- 
‘en entirely deftroy ir. 








Always keep the roots as long as is con- 
venient, which will give them a difpofi- 
tion to run horizontally, from which the 
roots, being more under the influence of 
the fuo, the fap is richer and produces 
the fweeteft, faireft fruit. Nurfery men in 
taking up trees are, in general, not fufh- 
ciently attentive to give them a good 


Spread of root. 


All bruifed and broken roots—a!! fuch 
as are irregular and crofs each other, and 
all down-right roots fhould be pruned 


{mooth off. 


As to the top, the fmall branches fhould 
be pruned clofe to the place where they 
are produced ; as alfo the irregular ones 


which crcfs each other; and al! {uch as 


have by any means beén broken or woun- 


ded fhould be cut down tothe next good 
eye ; but by no means take off the main 
leading fhoots, which are neceifary to at- 
tra&t the fap trom the roots, and thereby 
promote the growth of the tree. 

(ar Obfervethe utmoft care not to place 
the tree too deepin theearth, More mif- 
chief to anew plantation of trees arifes 
from this fource than al! the other caufes 
combined. The beft rule is, to place the 
tree in the hole, fo that the roots may be 
about the /ame depth as before they were 
taken up. 

Place ai] the roots in their natural pofi- 
tion, as nearly as may be, but rather hori- 
zontally than otherwife; break the earth 
fine, and fcatter it in the hole fo that it 
may fall in between every root, that there 
maybe no hollownefs. Thus fill up the hole, 


and gently tread down the earth with your © 


toot but mot too hard,which isa great fault, 
efpecially it the ground be ftrony and wet. 

Newly planted trees fhould be well flak- 
ed and detended trom cattie. And itis bef 
to keep the land continually in tillage till 
the trees have nearly attained their full 
growth. But great care mult be taken 
that the roots be not difiurbed by plough. 
ing, nor the bark of the trees wounded. 
The ground near thetree, whichthe plough 
leaves, fhould be mellowed witha {pade 
for two or three years, before the roots 
have far extended. 

‘* No young planted or newly engrafted 
tree, (fays Mr. Bucknall, the celebrated 


Englifh orchardift) fhould be fuffered to 


run mop-headed ; tor until each branch 
hasacquired a determined leader, that tree 
will make no progrefs; and a tree likean 
animal, if it takes a ftunt, itis difficult to 
throw fuch energy intothe fyftem atter- 
waidsas will make it free growing.”

AS to the motives of the neutral merchant, they 
are cur of the question, His object, no dcubt, like 


that of every other trader under the sun, is gam. ,° 


He, sir, is too often the mere ephemeron, the but- 
terfly of the day, who does not care one farthing 
whether you are at war with this or that nation, 
with England or with France, provided he can get 
good returns. His business is to pest h's books 
and balance the ledger, and whether he deals with 
the subjects of a white emperor or a black one, of 
Bonaparte or Dessalines, ‘tis all one to him. No 
doubt, sir, it is the sight of the neutral to pursue, 
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and he will, he ought to pursue his own ee 
But it is the right of a belligerent (as conceded by 
this writer) to enquire how far such pursuit comes 
into collission with his interests and his safety. The 
motive of the neutral may not be hostility to aad 
party engaged in war, but his own benefit. "his 
however will not influence the belligerent nation, 
who takes up the question solely with a view wh 
effect on itself. —Wohat wil! Great Bricain say a 
the exigency exists—it has occurred, flagrante ello, 
that the necessity admits of no delay, that you 
yourselves have abandoned the question in dispute, 
and even if you have not, that she camnot Consent to 
git down quietly, and be extirpated from the face of 
nations, out of complaisance to Grotius or Bynker- 
shook, or in deference to the unknown author of 
this pamphlet, although he should exceed Bacon in 
genius, or Newton in intensity of thonght. I must 
defend myself, the knife is at my throat. I have 
no more time for argument, but if you insist upon 
it, I will fight you. Sir, I have tried but I could 
not get through this work, I found it so wire drawn 
_—the thread so fine that I could nvither see nor feel 
it—such a tangled cobweb of contradictions that I 
was obliged to give it up. The first thing that 
struck me in opening it, was the peculiar infelicity 
with which it had surrendered the matter in dis- 
pute. And if this appeared at once, to my unlearn- 
edeyes, do gentlemea suppose it will not be de- 
tected on the other side of the Atlantic? That it 
will receive no abler examination there, than the 
feeble and cursory one that I have givenit. And 
after all what does it contain? A remedy for the e- 
vil ? No, a formal declaration that we are diseased, 
Sir,we wanted no ghost to tell us of that. It required 
no extraordinary exertion of learning, or genius, to 
shew, that we had, indeed, delicate subjects of dil- 
ference with Great Britain; the question is how 
shall they be adjusted ? We want the opinion of the 
docter on the mode of treatment, and don’t choose 
to be referred to the apothecary, because the supe- 
rior des not choose to risk his reputation in a du- 
bious case. 
A gentleman from Pennsylvania has told us that 
G. Britain is our commercial ral. But does not 
the genil man know that the very term implies a 
correlative. Tha: if she is your commercial rival, 
you are her commercial rival also ‘This is the ve- 


ry view L have been endeavoring to take of the sub 


fect, to »mpress on the commitiee ; to warn the na- 
tion against bemg drawn into a war of commercial 
rivaishep. Sir, wxen men tall out about women they 
are not apt to call in some learned doctor to decide 
the dispute—they yield to feeling or instirict—just so 
with nations,commercigi nations especially difleri: z 
on interest, which 18 their instinct. And would gen- 
tleruen wish to excite this young nation, as vet inthe 
gristle, to a foreign contest with G. Britain, in the 
full strength of manhood ? J speak of foreign war. 
The will and ability te defend ourselves is one thing 
--to act three thousand miles off, another. They 
may rely as much as they please upon the French 
tinperour’s Making a separate peace with the con- 
tuent, to the exclusion of G. Britain. If she puts 
on her strengti you will feel it. This proposition 
will subject hef to all the evils of an American war 
withouc asy of the concomitant advantages.

ate war. Is there any analogy be: ween the two ca- 
ses? We then formed one nation. A man may 
make a great sacrifice to preserve his friend, but 
when he has lost him, he will (as has been seen to 
day) be denounced as the bitterest enemy. The oth- 
er instances are equally defective and inapplicable. 
You may as well go back tothe food) The same 
Senitleman enquires. are you indeed so peaceable to- 
wards England who has trampled upon you and hos- 
tile to France who has offered you no injury ? Where- 
fore ? On this occasion I must,repeat the old prov- 
erb, ‘tis the swli hog that drinks the swill. She 
finds it convenient to make a miserable stalking 
horse, a scare crow of Spain. The gentleman ene 
quires how long G. Britain has acted upon these 
philanthropic principles; this generous benevolent 
policy ascribed to her. But is any man so weaé, or 
so wicked as to pretend that there is any principle 
of action between nations except interest ? Give G. 
Britain the power, and she will to-morrow play the 
same part. Suir, we are not theophilanthropists, but 
politicians ; not dreamers and soothsayers, but men 
of Hesh and bloed. ‘Tis idle to talk of a sense of just- 
ice in any nation. Each pursues its sense of inter- 
est, and if you calculate on their acting upon any 
other principle, you may be very amiable, but you 
will prove a cully. We are asked what G. Britain 
can do to annoy us. We answer at this moment 
more than any other nation of the world, because 
she commands the ocean, the sole inedium of com- 
munication between us. But draw her off from that 
element, and France is not less omniporent upon it. 
She is a great military power, and itis because 
Britain is not, cannot be such a power, that it 
is impolitic to break her down. Go to war when you 
will, you must become the ally of France, you will 
only put off, by enhancing it, the danger you would 
guard against. You will but clap a tortoise under 
your elephant.

In some respects we are situated as the succes- 
sors of Alexander were placed iy relation to Rome 
and Carthage Here is an iven republic, or call it 
what you will, that threatens the liberties of man- 
kind ; the government above atl others, in Europe, 
to which cur ows is most hateful and obnoxious. 
Thisis beyend dispute. Does it become us to fa- 
cilitate its designs? I do not enquire as to motives, 
nor will chat government care about them. If 


you give it f cilides to effect ts purposes, those 
purposes are ebtaincd so lavas dependson vou. Is 
this wise, is it proper, is it right? Am Lasked for 


my plan? Uf I meant act efficiently, I would 
have begun with an embargo—I weuld now 
do whar was done hefore—1 would treat with G. 
B and forthe very reason that I would not have 
treated with her, in the vear 1794, for the same 
reasonthatthe gentieman, whore resolution is now 
under discussion, then treated with her, I would 
not: now, he is for war, I am for negociation and 
peace. And why? because the state of nations 
n2s since undergone a momentous change: disas- 
trous changes mideed have been effected in 
the face of things. We often hear of the abuses 
ancl corruptions of the British Government ; 
whilst the continental despotisms pass unno- 
ticed and unregarded. Let us beware of intro- 
ducing such abuses into our own—We bave no far. 
ther concern with them. Do gentlemen think 
worse of the character and motives of William Pitt 
than of Robespierre, and yet, monster as he was, 
Robe spicrre—that cannibal of his own countrymen, 
was in his day the sole bulwark of the human race. 
And whatever be her motives, or professions, G 
Britain now stands exac'ly inthe place of France 
twelve years azo.

This is probably one of the 
principal causes of disgustto England. Again, she 
made an offer to repeal her discriminating duues, if 
you would do so too; totrade with us upon even 
terms, By mercanile clamer you were deterred 
from meeting her half way: morecver, you have 
refused to ratify treaties with her, after they had 
been signed by your own minister. No doubt you 
had the right to doso. But can you be surprised 
under such circumstances that a haughty commer. 
cial rival has been irritated. After your oblations 
to France, who cannot receive a smgle pound of 
sugar, or coffee, but under cover of your flag, who is 
dependant upon you for services which she cannot 
render herself, who is not your rival in commerce, 
what can you expect from a jealous competitor in 
trade who stands notin need of your navigation— 
whose every advance towards a good understanding 
has received a mortifying repulse ? Sir, you have at 
this moment a negociation pending with C. Britain. 
You have no cause to despair of its success; far 
otherwise. The plain question is, will you await 
its issue, or will you pendente lite; precipitate your. 
self into a measure, which must put all negociation 
aside, which must eventuate in war. If you want 
war there is no doubt that you may haveit. Great- 
Britain will not submit to all the hardships and mis- 
chiefs of war, because you choose to call it peace. 
She will prefer open war to war in disguise: and I, 
sir, have no hesitation in saying that I am for no 
half measures. Begin that system when you will, 
war, or disgrace must grow out of it. Lam for 
neither. The gentleman indeed says that this, 
which has been denounced as 2 war measure, is 2 
measure of peace, Let us have no more quar: 
wars. I beseech you, sir—no half measures, no im- 
I abhor 
this political quackery. Give us war or negocia- 


| tion—if yow reso to the one let us abandon the-orh- 


er. But we are asked if American vatue will 
so far degrade and debase itself as to treat with the 
old and corrupt goverament of England. There is 
aplam answer tothis. You have a treaty with 
her now, with every government, 1 believe, that 
would make one with you. But whilst we boast of 
our virtue, bet us beware that our own Sims are not 
cast into ourteeth, Ler us see, how far these punc- 
tillios are warranted by the conduct of our own a- 
gents. Look to the management of the convention 
of Paris, of the30th April, 1803, Youhave all seen 
the case of the N. Jersey, Nicklinand Griflih’s ship. 
It has created a general sensation, And yet what 
is the fact. Compared with others, they have al- 
most nothing to complain of. Bad as that case is, 
it is amongst the least exceptionable instances of 
misconduct in your ministry at Paris. It is true 
Nicklin and Griffirh’s claim was cut down, I be- 
lieve one half, because the sum appropriated would 
not otherwise (it was feared) be sofficient to an- 
swer all the dratts of ce ¢canery uponit. These men 
were, therefore, mulcted fifty per cent. They are 
rich merchants—able to make their case known. It 
has been heard, and has rung through the continent. 
There are hundreds of cases even worse than this. 
The claims in ended to be provided for are set aside. 
Why ? Because government has been represented 
abroad by unfaithful, dishonest agents. Have they 
been called to account for their conduct? Three 
millions seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
stipulated to be paid,to bona ide American citizens— 
where have they gone? Into the pockets of renega- 
Yes, the traders in 
neutral character have divided the spoil with the 
harpies of the French bureaux. Theseare they, an 
whoce favor the bills have been drawn on the treas- 
ury of the U. States by their own minister. Take 
the case of the Pig u—there was no questios indeed 
as to her being American property—bu! she wes 
captured fugrante bello :—(wheo we were taking the 
Insurgente and Berceau) sh® was therefore good 
ihe decis- 
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vention—to the exelusion no devbt of bona fide 
claims for neutral Aterican property caprured and 


condemned, arul for which the convention was in| 


tended to provide. This is a specimen of the mode 
of doing business at Paris. If gentlemen dovbt 
upon the subject, let them cull on the secretary of 
state, tor-the correspondence of ihe commissio.ers. 
Let them call for John Mercer, one of those com- 
missioners, a man inferior to few in point of tal- 
ents; in point of character io none. Put him to 
the bar and examination. 

Paintul as it isto me, 1 must defend my princi- 
ples and those of my friends. Open your statute 
bcok—what does it say? That the shores and wa- 
ters of the bay and river Mcbile shall form a dis- 
trict—I brought in the bill myself ‘Ihe executive 
had informed us, that we had purchased from France 
as far as the Perdido to the easi— We legislated up- 
on it—Whence have arisen your disputes with 
Spain—From Pensacola or St Augustine ?—No— 
from the very country which the statute book says 
is yours—in your own collection district are Span- 
ish duties exacted and paid—from this very quarter 
incursions have been made into the old United 
States. Do gentlemen believe that this fact will be 
lost on Great-Britain? But we are asked (oy Mr, 
Smilie) what has she to do with differences between 
wsand Spam ?—What right has she to interfere, 
to enquire or even to know, to seem conscious of 
what has passed in that quarter? Is this intended 
as a serious question? because you have clap- 

a padlock upon your own mouths and wilful- 
y shut your eyes, do you expect to hoodwink an 
eagle-eyed adversary? ’Tis in vain to expect that 
any nation in her intescourse with you, will be blind 
to your conduct towards orhers—Great Britain must 
shut her eyes and ears too,not to understand the staie 
of things hcre—at least negatively speaking. She 
must know that yon have taken no imposing att- 
tude towards Spain, done nothing to strengthen the 
Southern trontier, made noaddition to your naval or 
military force, left even the militia im stata quo ante. 
Because the doors have been shut, can people be bro’t 
to belheve that wehave raised armies and equipped 
fleets in conclave? I never heard, sif, but of one ar- 
my incog. und that was levied by the facetious Mr. 
Bayes for the sevice of the stage, net of the state— 
and from some dramatic specitnens which I have late- 
ly seen, I should not be surprised to heer of a sim- 
ilar project being started on this floor. G. Britain 
will see, then, what has not been your proceeding 
towards Spain.
